TWELVE CHINESE APPEAR 
IN DOCK. 


‘TERRIBLE ORDEAL. 


Proceeitings were commenced at 
the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon before Mr. Frascr 
against the 12 Chinese who are 
charged with murder in connexion 
with the tragic happenings in 
Tsang Foo Villan on the night of 
September 26, when a meb broke 
Into a house and killed six of the 
Japanese Inmates: and wounded 
others, : .

Villas on September 26, 1931," but 
nt yesterday's hearing, Mr. T, 3. 
Whyte- Smith, who prosecuted, 
amended the charge to include the 
aix murdered people instead of 
taking the case of only one.

Outlining the casc, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith said that the Crown ce 
would be that the 120 men w 
members of a riotous mob which 
brutally murdered six Japanese on 
the roof of their hoase in Kowloon 
City on the night of September 26, 
The first four men were arrested 
on the roof by the Police when they 
arrived at 10.10 p.m., the tifth on 
the ledge of a gable on the first 
floor at the Same time, trying to 
escape from the house; the sixth 
the following day on information: 
seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth and 
eleventh in the’ neighbourhood 
shortly after midnight. These 
jive were arrested in huts in Po 
Kong Village, which is near Tsang 
Foo Villas. The twelfth defen- 
dant was arrested on, September 
27 ay a result of a conversation 
which was alleged to have been 
overheard. 


From statements made by some }' 


of the defendants, it was possible 
to anticipate what the 
would be. ‘The defence would be 
that they went there to see and 
that they had taken no part, in the 
killing. That: being 80, Mr. 
Whyte-Smith quoted several 
uuthorities, showing that if a num- 
ber of persons combined to commit 
u murder, then the others in tae 
parry were also guilty of murder 
even if they did not actually do the 
killing. Mr. Whyte-Smith submit- 
ted that the common object of the 
12 defendants was to murder the 
Jnpanese in Tsang Foo Villas, 
cause them grievous bodily harm, 
or destroy their property. 


The Household. 


The ground floor of Tsang Foo 
Villa, went on’ Mr.’ Whyte-Smith, 
was occupied by a Japanese family. 
The father of the family was 
Yamashita, now deceased, and the 
houachold consisted of himself, his 
wife, hia mother, aged 73, four 
sons, aged ten, nine, six and four. 
The two aged nine and four were 
now dend.

happened to-be visiting the family 
on the afternoon in question, an- 
other friend of the family, and the 
boy of 10 who. would give somo 
evidence, but not very much, The 
relative of the family Miss Yoshi 
was ‘not now in, the Colony,. but 
even !f she were here, her evid- 
once would only be correharative of 
that of the two carpenters. 

The boy hid in a tank on the 
roof. where he was discovered then 
the Police arrived. The boy of six 
could not see anything; In any 
case he was not now In the Colony. 

At 4.80 pm. on September 26, 
there was a crowd of about a hun- 
dred Chinese outside the house, but 
the inmates were not alarmed, as ft 
appeared that it waa quite usual 
for a amall crowd to gather 
there. Later, however, when 
the children were playing outside 
the house, sume stones were thrown 
in, aud the children were taken 
into the houac. One of the visitors 
then suggesetd that a report should 
be made“ts the Police, but Mr. 
Yamashita thought they were quite 


safe, and that a report te ‘tho 
Police was unnecessary. 


Visitor With a Parcel. 


At 6 pm., the

Nothing happened «until 8.20, 
when shouts were heard from out- 
side the house and stones wyre 
thrown In. Windows were broken, 
ind at the sume Ume, the crowd 
started hammering the front door. 
The family was shifted to the first 
floor, while’ was unoccupied, and 
Inter moved to the roof, The 
father armed hiae-.i with a eward 
and apparently was determined to 
defend himself and his family. 
Evidence would tend to show that 
the father was able to defend the 
door for about. half an hour, which 
would ‘bring the time to. 9.30 p.m. 
This evidence could be given by 
one of the male’ visitors, who hid 
himself under a wooden settee in 
the sitting room. From his hiding 
place, this.man could: see Mr. 
Yumaspite armed fwith a sword, 
This maa remained in his hiding 
pines until’the Police arrived nt 
0.10 p.m. 

The other visitor and Miss Yosht 
rushed up to the ‘roof, crossed ao 
bridge which connected. to another 
house, and from there were ablo 
to, get down. to the ground floor. 
If they dared, these two . would 
have sent word to the Police, but 
they found an incensed mob out- 
side, and they did not dare venture 
out. They remnined in their hid- 
ing place until they were later 
resened by the Police. 7 

With regard to the boy of 19, 
he went up to the roof and hid him- 
self ina tank. te lay dover there 
fer about half an hour, at the end 
of which periud a Chinese discover- 
cd him, pulled him out and hit his 
head with a stick.. He knew .no 
more, but before he lost conscious- 
ness, he could hear the Japanese 
amah crying. That would indicate 
that the other members of the 
family, atid particularly the Japan- 
ese amah, were murdreed at about 
9.50 p.m.

Police Movements. 


Regarding the movements of the 
Police, Mr. Whyte-Smith reminded 
his Worship that on the night in 
question, there was a series of dis- 
turbances on the peninsula, which 
necessitated the Police being ruah+ 
ed from one place to another. At 
9 pm, Sergeant Doig and three 
Indian constables were sent to 
Tsang Foo Villas, not because they 
had ‘heard of any troubles there. 
but because the Police: knew that 
there were Japnnese residents in 
Doig and 
the three Indians had been out an 
duty in other places, and were only 
despatched to Tsang Foo Villas as 
n precautionary measure. On ar-

rival, they found a hostile mob, 
armed with sticks, bamboo-poles: 
and stones, outside the house. Tho 
front of the houso had been bro«en 
Into, and a number of Chincac wero 
insido destroying the ‘furniture, 
Cries of “Strike” and “Strike them 
dend” were heard by the Police 
officers, who, with difficulty, charg- 
ed through the mob and gained ac- 
ceas to the house, but they could 
find no. sign of any Japanese. It 
was probable that at this time the 
Japanese were up on the roof. A 
lot of noise was being mnade‘nt the 
time, gonga and other things being 
beaten, which would have drowned 
any noise that the. people on the 
roof might have made, 


Reinforcements. 


Sergeant Doig could find nothing 
to enlighten him and ho therefore 
decided to get in touch with the 
Kowloon Police Station for — rein- 
foreements, .as four men could not 
hope to cops with a crowd of 1,000. 
No telephone could bo obtained in 
the nelghbourhood, and the Police 
started back for the Station at 
9.35 p.m, arriving nt 9.50 p.m. 
Sergeant Doig was given 18 men 
and another. Europenn officer, Ser- 
geant Wheeler, and they im- 
medintely made back for the house, 
they were met by 
Sergeant Butcher, who, being 
senjor, took charge of the party. 
(On arrival at Taang Foo Villas 
they found the crowd still vuts:de 
the hous? ‘They arrived at 10.10, 
and fou the situations -cachang- 
led. The attitude of the mob war 
, still the same. Baton charges were 

made by the Police, who broke 
through the crowd, and entered 
the house, Chinese. armed with 
alicka and bamboo poles, scuttered 
out by various exits, The Police 
forced their way to the roof, and 
found the Japanese, most of them 
dead, lying about. Mr. Yamashita 
was still alive, but dled almost tm- 
mediately afterwards, His wife 
was already dead. His mother 
wns alive, but died in hospital. 

All the nadie’ were ‘terribly 

mutilated, The Police found the 
hoy of 10 in the tank; the Nttie 
bay of six escaped; presumably _be- 
emise he was covered with blood 
and was taken for dead, whereas in 
truth, the blood was not his. The 
ambulance was immediately rent 
for, and the dend were taken to the 
mortuary and the wounded’ to the 
Kowloon Hospital. 


Sword Probahly Used. 


Regarding the weapons uscd, Mr. 
Whyte-Smith said medical evidence 
would show that sharp instruments 
were txed. No instrumenta were 
fo. ' nut it wae thoughe thas a 
aword Lad been used.

‘That 
showed that the people’ outside 
were atill hostile and wanted to 
re-capture the house. 


The arrested men were _ handed 
over ton picket, and later the milit- 
ary arrived on the scene. Two 
officers and about 30 men from the 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders 
turned up and the prisoners were 
handed oyer to them. 


Continuing, Mrs Whyte-Smith 
anid Sergeant Doig left Tsang Foo 
Villas on the first visit at 9.36 pan. 
aut with reinforery nts, returned 
at 10.30 p.m. The crowd was then 
the same in thelr appearance and 
attitude, The.case for the Crown 
would be that on the second occa- 
sion, the crowd of rinters had not 
changed into a crowd of sightseers. 
It was quite clear that if a man 
joined a riotous mob in such cir- 
cumstances, even if he did not strike 
a blow, even if he did not intend to 
strike a blow, his very presence 
would encourage others to strike, 
and to give to others a fecling of 
immunity from punishment. If 
tho defendanta were there with 
the riotous mob, they were respon- 
sible for the murder of the Japan- 
ese even if they did not intend to 
ae a blow and did not strike a 

ow. 


Mr, Whyte-Smith submitted that 
if the evidenco bore out what “he 
had said, then murder by a man 
who struck the’blow was murder 
ne by every man fn the riotous 
mob. 


The case was adjourned until 
this afternoon. |

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CHINA’S PROBLEMS. 


Political parties in China seem, 
like the rest of the world, to “be 
busy trying to find non-committal 
formulas which will enable them 
tu swallow their frequently-ex- 
pressed opinions and work in some 
semblance of harmony. Nothing 
so vital the issuc between 
tariffs and free trade divides 
them, yet the negotiations for 
peace between Canton und Nan- 
‘king still remain to be satisfac- 
torily concluded. So far as the 
outside world can judge, there has 
so far been little change of at- 
titude on either side.’ The pro: 
blem is still, on one sidé, the con- 
viction of Chiang Kai-shek and his 
Government that his obility and 
personal prestige are essential to 
China in the present. juncture. 
There is, on the other side, the 
conviction of the Kuomintang that 
‘it must rule the country on party 
lines and that those members who 

{ have been placed, if not in prison, 
Tat least in situations in which 
their liberty of speech and motion 
is curtailed, must be definitely set

Gambling in Majorities. 


The uncertainties of the general 

election—even party managers are 
afraid to make clear assertions as 
to the outcome—has been respon- 
sible for lively activity in a dan- 
gerous but alluring form of Stock 
Exchange yambling known as 
“Majorities.” By this is meant, 
In effect, betting on the number 
of sents the gambler anticipates 
}the National Government or the 
| Opposition. will win. For in- 
stance, the Natiofal Government's 
“quotation” stood carly last week 
nt 378, giving them a majority of 
roughly 140. On Saturday, the 
figure jumped to 396,, suggesting 
them a prospect of a 178 majori- 
ty. The buyer of seats aot that 
figure expecta that Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald's supporters will win 
396 seats and hopes they will win 
more. If he holds on until the re- 
sult is known and the National 
Government win 400 seats he will 
be four points up. If, on the con- 
trary, they win only 300, he will 
be 96 points down. “Seats” can 
be purchased in any amount, Le. 
the buyer crn purchase 400 sents 
nt one shilling each, ten shillings 
cach, one pound ench, or any 
larger denominational price he 
likes to pny. Prevailing quota- 
tions are posted ench day and the 
buyer can sell at any time before 
election day at the 
price, pocketing a profit or paying 
out o Joss, It is interesting to 
note that this form of gambling 
was used by some business men 
at, the 1929 clection as n sort of 
“hedge” against possible loss of 
income through higher taxation in’ 
the event of Labour gaining the 
day ag they did, The pre-election 
“quotation” for Labour was 200 
nnd those who bought for “hed- 
ting” purposes made 87 «points, 
those betting in large amounts en- 
joying « good harvest, The present 
Labour “quotation” is about 200, 
which is also rather tempting,

JAPANESE PLAN. 


Gonova, ‘Oct. 19. 

The Council meeting this morn- 
ing will be private.’ - . 

Although nothing has yet been 
sottied regarding fixing the perlod 
for withdrawal of Japanese troops 
in Manchuria te the rallway zone, 
the matter has naturally been a 
point of discussion by the Council. 
and three weeks acems the natural 
Mmit. It will be remembered that 
on the previous occasion fourteen 
days was fixed as tho Iimit; but it 
must be emphasised, however, that 
nothing has been finally decided. 


Japanese Memorandum. 


The Japanese, who throughout 
the proceedings have been very 
anxious that the practical pro- 
blems facing them in Manchuria 
should not be lost sight of, have 
now handed to the Council o long 
memorandum setting forth these 
difficulties, and declaring that do- 
spite the appeals of Japanese :na- 
tionals they have refused to send 
troops to the interior of Man- 
churin, adding ‘that Japan firmly 
intenda to withdraw her troons 
but the atmosphere of agitation 
now prevailing in China must first 
be entmed or a worse situation 
may arise. Despite the assur- 
ances by Chinn and the League 
for, the safety of the Japanese in 
Manchuria, the Japanese Govern- 
ment cannot risk their lives by a 
premature evacuation. 

The moderate tone of this note 
has erented a good impression 
here, 

Objections Replied To, 


M. Briand's reply to the Japan- 
ese memorandum of October 18 de-

BORN IN HONGKONG. 


The firat Chinese solicitor to 
practise in London was, this morn- 
ing, admitted to the: “Hongkong 
courts by tho Chicf Justice (Sir 
Josoph Kemp), when application 
for the admission and enrolment 
of Mr. Poter Henry Sin was made 
by Mr. F.C. Jenkin, K.C. 

Mr. Jenkin said Mr. Sin waa 30 
years of age, and was born in this 
Colony. where he also received 
part of his education. He was 
articled in London for five years 
and passed his Finals in March, 
1929, In June of the same year, he 
was admitted to the London prac- 
tice, and becnme o partner in the 
firm of Barnett, Sin, and Barnett 
for two years. 

He was, incidentally, the fret 
man of Chinese nationality to be 
admitted as a solicitor: to practise 
in London. He was also retained
